by Communist Front organizations, such as the American Peace Mobilization 
and the Communist-controlled Teachers union* He also stated that he has 
overheard many arguments in the apartment among young men that stay there 
concerning the doctrines of CARL MARX and Stalinism. Mr. SIRKEL advised 
that the apartment is occupied Miss MART METLAY*s parents, ifvho are '" 
Russians, ab out sixty years of age, and several roomers, one of nrhoia is-'' 
land another is ROSLIN GOODMAN. Mr* SIRKEL had no infonna- 
tion concerning the occupations of any of the occupants of the apart¬ 
ment, except that the elder Mr. METIAY does hand work in the back of 
the apartment* 


Mrs. ANNA MURPHI of 1320 Cortelyou Road, advised that she 
has resided on the third floor apartment located directly above the 
METLAY apartment for approximately eight months and on numerous occas¬ 
ions has overheard a number of young men and women in the apartment 
engaged in heated arguments concerning Conmunism. She advised that the 
apartment appears to be a meeting place for Communists, as there are many 
radical young men visiting. She declared that MARY METLAY is reported 
to be a lawyer employed by the Federal government in Washington, but 
that she had no inforaation with regard to the occupations of any of 
the other residents# 

At the Credit Bureau of Greater New York, 55 Fifth Avenue, 
a credit report concerning MARY METLAY, 8 O 6 Twentieth Street, N. W., 
Yiashington, D. C#, was located. Her former address was stated to be 
1320 Cortelyou Road, Brooklyn, New York* It was indicated by the report ' 
that her present occupation is an attorney connected with the National 
Labor Relations Board in Washington, D. C. She is described as single and 
thirty years of age. A notation ly the credit adviser reveals that her 
family resides at 1320 cortelyou Road and refused all credit information* 
The credit report "was dated January 27, 1940* This information was 
furnished to the Retail Credit Association in Washington, D* C* 

Mrs. BREHN, the secretary of the Committee on Character 
f- Fitness, New York State Bar, Municipal Building, Brooklyn, advised 
that her records indicated that JTARY METLAY was admitted to the Bar of 
New York State on November 155 1937, and at that time resided at 3130 
Brighton Seventh Street, Brooklyn. The Clerk of the Appellate Division 
of the Supreme Court of New York in Brooldyn located the files concerning 
the admission of MARY METLAY to the Bar of the State of New York, which 
file reveals that she was born in Atlanta, Georgia, on November 9, 1912. 
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From February, 1929, to February, 1933, she attended Brooldyn College, 
being graduated Tilth an A. B. degree. From February, 1934, until Feb¬ 
ruary, 1937, she attended Saint Johns School of law and was graduated 
v/ith an 11. B. degree. Her last employment record was stated to be 
as follows:

H&BY MEILAY was interviewed at her home at 8799 
2lst Avenue, Brooklyn, under the pretext that her husband 
had been reported as not having registered under the Selective 
Service Act. After a search of the drawers of a desk in the 
living room, she produced an envelope from Selective Service 
local Board #30, Hew York City, addressed to her husband 
I!RBDR1CE GELIiSy^AOTMAH.' She said that until about January 11, 
1942 her husband had been employed as an examiner by the United

It was further stated ttet he married tte former 
MARY ME3ILAY on May 11, 1940 at Washington, D. C. MARY ME!]JLAr»S 
age was given as twenty-ei^t (1941) and her birtlplace as 
Atlanta, Georgia. KAUIMAN claimed to have flat feet and to suf¬ 
fer from hayfever. KADSHAN stated that his wife*s support began 
in January 19^, prior to wtdch time ^e had been enployed in 
Washington, D. C. He claims she has not been enployed since 
January 1941 and had been pregnant since June 1941. In a sworn 
statement which was exacuted on July 29, 1941 Mrs. MARY MBSLAT 
KAUFM^ stated that after her child was born she intended earing 
for her cMld and further ttet the child was expected to be born 
S^tember 1941. KAITFHAN advised by letter dated September 2, 1941

MEMORANDUM FOR 

HUGH B. COX, ASSISTANT ATTORNEY GENERAL 
AND 

J. EDGAR HOOVER, DIRECTOR 
FEDERAL BUREAU OF INVESTIGATION 


I refer to Mr. L. M. C. Smith's memorandum to me dated June 28, 
1943, which reviev/s the history, development, and meaning of the Special 
Case work and of the danger classifications that were made as a part of 
that work. 

After full re-consideration of these individual danger classifica¬ 
tions, I am satisfied that they serve no useful purpose. The detention 
of alien enemies is "being dealt with under the procedures established 
by the Alien Enemy Control Unit. The Special Case procedure has been 
found to be valueless and is not used in that connection. There is no 
statutory authorization or other present justification for keeping a 
"custodial detention" list of citizens. The Department fulfills its 
proper functions 'by investigating the activities of persons who may have 
violated the law. It is not aided in this work by classifying persons 
as to dangerousness. 

t 

Apart from these general considerations, it is now clear to me that 
this classification system is inherently unreliable. The evidence used 
for the purpose of making the classifications was inadequate; the stand¬ 
ards applied to the evidence for the purpose of making the classifica¬ 
tions v/ere defective; and finally, the notion that it is possible to 
make a valid determination as to how dangerous a person is in the ab¬ 
stract and v/ithout reference to time, environment, and other relevant 
circumstances, is impractical, unwise, and dangerous. 

For the foregoing reasons I am satisified that the adoption of this 
classification system was a mistake that should be rectified for the 
future. Accordingly, I direct that the classifications heretofore made 
should not be regarded as classifications of dangerousness or as a 
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determination of fact in any sense. In the future, they should 
not he used for any purpose whatsoever. Questions raised as to 
the status or activities of a particular person should he dis¬ 
posed of hy consideration of all available information, hut 
without reference to any classification heretofore made. 

A copy of this memorandum should he placed in the file 
of each person who has hitherto heen given a classification. In 
addition, each card upon which a classification appears should he 
stamped with the following language: 

"THIS CLASSIFICATION IS UNBELIABLB. IT IS 
HEREBY CANCELLED, AND SHOULD NOT BE USED

DENNIS said that be would keep 
at CP headquarters, advised of his daily

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whereabouts and that through her. NY 694-S should have no 
difficulty in locating DEMIS. 

DENNIS then mentioned the IRVING POTASH case, stating 
it was the first opportunity he had to discuss the matter. He 
said he was very pleased that NY 694-S had handled "such a 
dangerous situation" so well. POTASH, he said, had made many 
serious mistakes. After POTASH is released from prison on 
8/26/58, DENNIS will talk to him for a few vjeeks regarding 
political problems. After that, he intends "to lace it into 
POTASH" for the many "stupid things" the latter has done, parti¬ 
cularly his method of coming back wlthout/ni^fTying the Party."Q 




DENNIS sai(^ it had been a serious mistake for POTASH 
to have talked so much to his attorney, MARY KAUFMAN, DENNIS 
believed POTASH had done so as a result of panic. He should 
have taken hJ.s punishment silently. He should not have mentioned 
his clothes to KAUFMN. 

At this point, NY 694-S ipteijscted the comment, "I 
have news for you - he not only mentioned the clothes, but also 
his diaries." The informant then proceeded to describe the said 
diaries. Upon hearing this, DENNIS, according to NY 694-S, 

"almost dropped dead." He was furious, and said, diary 
should be kept in your head - not in a booki" 

The Informant then mentioned the fact that upon being 
arrested, POTASH had in his pocket the telephone number of 
NY 694-S• wife. DENNIS said he was hearing about this for the 
first time and again expressed his anger at POTASH. 

NY 694-S then explained the seriousness of the situation 
after the arrest of POTASH - the fact that in the hotel room in 
Bronxville, there were documents of the greatest value to the 
CP, which, if they had fallen into the hands of thu FBI, would 
have been "explosive," The informant explained the dilemma 
confronting him when he had to choose between destroying the 
documents and risking being apprehended with them on his person. 
DENNIS again commended NY 694-S for his.good judgment and 
excellent handling of a bad situation. / 

NY 694-S then mentioned to DENNIS the matter of the money

TENNIS then discussed the Jewish Question, which, he 
said, is international in nature in that the Jewish anti-Party 
people maintain liaison with similar groups in Canada, Prance, 
England, Argentina, and Israel.

NY 694-S told DENlilS that JEROME shouM^alk first to 
TIM BUCK because many of the Canadian CP Jewish functionaries 
are not to be trusted.

NY 694-S* advised on 5/26/59 j that he had learned 
from MARY KAUFMAN that she planned to visit the Soviet 
Embassy, Washington, D.C., for the purpose of obtaining 
a visa for travel to Moscow.

NATIONAL ASSEMBLY FOR DEMOCRATIC RIGHTS 

A source advised on August 23, 196l, that as the 
result of a meeting of the National Executive Committee 
(NEC), Communist Party, United States of America (CPUSA), 
held on June 10-11, 19^1, and other meetings of Communist 
Party (CP) functionaries concerning CP efforts to combat 
the June 5, 196I, decisions of the United States Supreme 
Court upholding the Internal Security Act of 1950, and the 
membership provision of the Smith Act, the National Assembly 
for Democratic Rights (NADR), was organized. The NADR came 
into being in order to fulfill the need of the CP to hold a 
defense conference. 


According to the source, the NADR scheduled an 
assembly for September 23-24, 196I, at St. Nicholas Arena, 
New York, New York. A number of Individuals, described 
at the NEC meeting in June, 1961, as being characteristic 
of a national body of liberals and progressives, who should 
be approached and convinced to take the leadership in 
organizing such_a national conference, were secured as 
initiating sponsors of the NADR. 


The source further advised that the NADR was 
advertised as a single action undertaking, and an office 
was opened in Room 703, II8 East 28th Street, New York 
City. JOSEPH BRANDT, a CP member was placed in charge 
of dissemination of literature for the NADR. 

A second source advised on September 23-24, 196I, 
that the NADR was held as scheduled, and followed the general 
line of condemning the Internal Security Act of 1950 and the 
Smith Act, and called for non-enforcement of these Acts, 
Included among the speakers was BENJAMIN J. DAVIS, Jr., 
National Secretary, CPUSA. 

A third soLi.rce advised on October 11, 196I, that 
at a meeting of the CPUSA National Board held on that date, 
the future of the NADR as an organization was discussed, 
and it was Indicated that the NADR would continue to 
participate in the defense activities of the CP.

The "Guide to Subversive Organizations and 
Publications," revised and published as of December 1, 

19SI, prepared and released by the Committee on Un- 
American Activities, United States House of Represent¬ 
atives, V/ashington, D.C., contains the following 
concerning the Emergency Civil Liberties Committee: ■ 

"Emergency Civil Liberties Committee 

"1. ’The Emergency Civil Liberties Committee 
is an organization with headquarters in 
Nevj York, v/hose avov/ed purpose is to 
abolish the House Committee on Un-American 
Activities and discredit the PBIi •«■ * * 

The committee finds that the Emergency 
Civil Liberties Committee, established 
in 1951i although representing Itself 
as a non-Communist group, actually 
operates as a front for the Communist 
Party, It has repeatedly assisted, by 
means of funds and legal aid. Communists 
involved in Smith Act violations and 
similar legal proceedings. One of its 
chief activities has been and still is 
the dissemination of voluminous Communist 
propaganda material.' 

'FRANK WILKINSON was called as a ivitness 
when he appeared in Atlanta as a represent¬ 
ative of the Emergency Civil Liberties 
Committee to propagandize against the 
Committee on Un-American Activities and 
to protest its hearings. In 1956 WILKINSON 
was identified as a Communist Party member 
by a former FBI undercover agent within the 
party. Summoned at that time to answer 
the allegation, his reply to all questions 
was, "I am ansv/ering no questions of this 
committee." This also became his stock 
reply to questions v;hen he appeared during 
the Atlanta hearings. * ** WILKINSON has 
since been convicted of contempt of Congress 
and sentenced to one year in jail.’

The records further reflect that the 
advertising agency provides service for approximately 
21 accounts anvd income is derived by utilizing a 
standard 15 per cent commission. 

The advertising agency was phartered under 
the provisions of the New York laws on February 28, 19^7j 
as Kurk and Brown, Incorporated.

"East Germany's 800-year old Leipzig Fair today 
invited American firms to exhibit at its next exposition, 
March 6-15# 1966. The invitation follows a move by the 
U.S. Commerce Department last June, lifting restrictions 
on American corporate participation at the Leipzig 
exposition — Europe's largest annual trade show, 

"The F^lr also anno\inced that East European 
Trade Enterprise Inc., an American export-import firm 
specializing in East-West trade, has been named its 
official U.S. representative. East European is head¬ 
quartered at 241 W. 4lst St., New York, New York. Alvin 
S. Konlgsberg, president of East European, notes that the 
Leipzig Fair has made the following arrangements to 
facilitate participation by U.S. firms: 

"1. Free visas will be Issued to Fair 
exhibitors and visitors at authorized entry points 
into East Germany; 

"2. Exhibitors and visitors will be able 
to travel toll-free on East German superhighways; 

"3. A visitor's center at Leipzig's new 
Town Hall will arrange for accommodations, interpreters, 
changing of currency, theater tickets, etc. Telephones, 
telex, writing and dictating rooms have also been made 
available• 
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"The Leipzig Fair, Mr. Konigsberg notes, 

•has for centuries been the main trading post for all 
of Europe. Today, it offers American firms an un¬ 
matched opportunity to exploit the virtually untapped 
market of East Europe. 

"•East Gemany alone transacts 40^ of its 
foreign trade at the Feir, while 10^ of the soviet Union's 
foreign trade commitments are also made at the Pair. Some 
East European nations do not display their export products 
at any other exposition.' 

"America's effort to correct the balance-of- 
payments problem and the commerce Dept.'s export drive, 
are expected to encourage many American firms to explore 
the Leipzig Fair's potential. 

"Th'e^^Pair hopes to attract top-ranic American 
firms, such as Chrysler Corp., Westinghouse Electric 
CoiT>., and IBM, which were among 60 U.S. companies that 
exhibited at the recent International pair in Budapest. 
Remington-Rand, which also displayed in Budapest and 
regularly exhibits at East European trade fairs, will 
also be approached. 

"'The last industrial fair held in Leipzig 
last March,'*Mr. Konigsberg adds, 'attracted 10,450 
exhibitors from 75 countries. Over 1,000,000 items 
were viewed by 700,000 visitors from 94 countries. 

The exhibit area occupied over 3.6 million square 
feet. 


"'Among the visitors were 33 official govern¬ 
ment delegations that included authorized purchasing 
agents from the soviet Union, Czechoslovakia, Poland, 
Hungary, Bulgaria, Rumania, and Yugoslavia. 
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"'The Leipzig pair,' Mr. Konigsberg notes, 'is enjoy¬ 
ing; growing polularity among Western nations as an 
e>Jiibit site. Last March, the pair had to turn down 
requests for over 80,000 square feet of space by 
potential exhibitors because it was oversubscribed. 

Inquiries already received in Leipzig for next Spring— 
if translated into exhibit space—would surpass the 
total leased last March.* 

"As opporttmities for profit in East Europe become 
clearer to American companies, many leading firms are 
expected to seek trade outlets through the Leipzig 
Pair and other agencies. 

"America's friends have been exhibiting at 
the pair for years, Mr. Konigsberg notes. Great Britain, 
for example, sold over ^ 30 , 000,000 worth of industrial 
and consumer goods at the Leipzig pair last year—25^ 
more than the total volxime of U.S. exports to East 
Germany in all of 1964. other leading Western exhibitors 
Included Austria, the Netherlands, Italy, Switzerland, 

Greece and Turkey. 

"Renault, the prench auto maker, for the first 
time displayed its full product line at the pair. Thie 
Prench exhibit of over 64,000 square feet was the largest 
single one at the pair this year. 

"Specific interest Areas 


"The Leipzig pair is particularly eager to 
attract exhibits in the following areas: Agricultural 
and Porestry Machinery and Implements, Tractors; Air-

A source has advised that on October 26-27, I963, 
a conference of members of the Communist Party (CP), 
including national functionaries, met in Chicago, Illinois, 
for the purpose of setting in motion forces for the establish¬ 
ment of a new national Marxist-oriented youth organization 
which would hunt for the most peaceful transition to socialism. 
The delegates were told that it would be reasonable to assume 
that the young socialists attracted into this new organization 
would eventually pass inta the CP itself. 


A second source has advised that the founding 
convention for the new youth organization was held from 
June 19-21, 1964, at 150 Golden Gate Avenue, San Francisco, 
California, at which time the name W.E.B. DuBois Clubs of 
America (DCA) was adopted. Approximately 500 delegates 
from throughout the United States attended this convention. 

The aims of this organization, as set forth in the preamble 
to the constitution, are: "It is our belief that this nation 
can best solve its problems in an atmosphere of peaceful 
coexistence, complete disarmament and true freedom for all 
peoples of the world, and that these solutions will be reached 
mainly through the united efforts of all democratic elements 
in our country, composed essentially of the working people 
allied in the unity of Negroes and other minorities with 
whites. We further fully recognize that the greatest threat 
to American democracy comes from the racist and right wing 
forces in coalition with the most reactionary sections of 
the economic power structure, using the tool of anti-Communism 
to divide and destroy the unified struggle of the working 
people. 

Over the Labor Day weekend, I 963 , the DCA held a 
conference in Chicago, Illinois, and a new slate of officers 
was elected to the National Executive Committee (NEC) of the 
DCA. Since Labor Day, I965, identities of those serving on 
the NEC has varied; however, according to a third source as 
of May, 1966, thirteen of the fifteen members of the NEC were 
members of the CP in the San Francisco Bay area. 

As of July, 1966, the headquarters of the DCA was 
located at I80 North Wacker Drive, Chicago, Illinois.

The records of Pierce Mayer and Greer, 41 East 
42nd Street, Nevj York City, reflect that on August 29, 1960, 
HERBERT APTHEKER leased Room 1922-23, 853 Broadway, New York 
City, for the period starting October 1, 1960, Theprem.ises 
were to be occupied by a ’’People's School”. On July 3, 

1962, HERBERT APTHEKER signed a new lease for Room 1922-23, 
853 Broadway, New York City, to start October 1, 1962, which 
reflects that the premises were to be used as an office for 
the NYSMS. 


On May 5, 1965, the records of the New York County 
Clerk's Office, New York County Court House, New York City, 
disclosed that Certificate of Incorporation, number 450745,

Also Known As 

Black Panther Party for Self-Defense 

According to the official newspaper of the Black 
Panther Party (BPP), the BPP was started during December, 
1966, in Oakland, California, to organize.black people so 
they can take control of the life, politics, and the destiny 
of the black community. It was organized by BOBBY G. SEALE, 
BPP Chairman, and HUEY P. NEWTON, Minister of Defense, BPP. 



The official newspaper, called ’’The Black Panther,” 
regularly states that the BPP advocates the use of gUns and 
guerrilla tactics in its revolutionary program to end oppression 
of the black people. Residents of the black community are 
urged to arm themselves against the police who are consistently 
referred to as ’’pigs” who should be killed. 

The newspaper, in its issue of September 7, 1968, 
had an article by the then Minister of Education, GEORGE 
MURRAY. This article ended with the following: 


’’Black men. Black people, colored persons of 
America, revolt everywhere! Arm yourselves. The only 
culture worth keeping is revolutionary culture. Change. 
Freedom everywhere. Dynamite! Black power. Use the gun. 
Kill the pigs everywhere.” 


The BPP newspaper, issue of October 5, 1968, had an 
article introduced with the following statement: ”We will 
not dissent from American government. We will overthrow it,” 

DAVID HILLIARD, Chief of Staff, BPP, in a speech 
at the San Francisco Polo Field on November 15, 1969, said 
”We will kill Richard Nixon.” 

DAVID HILLIARD, in the ’’New York Times,” issue of 
December 13, 1969, was quoted as follows: ”We advocate the 
very direct overthrow of the government by way of force 
and violence.”

NATIONAL EMERGENCY CIVIL LIBERTIES 
COMMITTEE, Formerly Known As 
Emergency Civil Liberties Committee 

The "Guide to Subversive Organizations and 
Publications" of December 1, 1961, by the Committee on 
Un-Americem Activities, United States House of Represen¬ 
tatives, describes the Emergency Civil Liberties Committee 
(ECLC) as an organization whose avowed purpose is to abolish the 
House Committee on Un-American Activities. It stated the 
ECLC was established in 1951, and "although representing 
itself as a non-Communist group, actually operates as a 
front for the Communist Party," 

"The New York Times" issue of April 1, 1968, 
contained an article reflecting the ECLC was changing its 
name to the National Emergency Civil Liberties Committee 
(NECLC), "to reflect our determination to develop a vital 
civil liberties organization in all 50 states as rapidly 
as possible."

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.. REVOLUTIONARY YOUTH MOVEMENT 

A source advised that the Revolutionary Youth 
Movement II (RYMII) faction of Students for a Democratic 
Society (SDS) held a national conference at Atlanta, Georgia, 
from November 26 to 30, 1969. At this conference it was 
decided to form a new organization to be known as Revolutionary 
Youth Movement (RYM), characterized as a mass anti-imperialist 
youth organization, said organization being proposed as 
separate and distinct in form and content from SDS. The 
"Principles of Unity" adopted by the conference included a 
struggle against white supremacy and male supremacy; fights 
against imperialism, anticommunism, fascism and oppression 
of youth; and support of the right of self-determination of 
all "oppressed nations," also support of the right of all 
"oppressed and exploited" peoples "to armed self-defense." 

It was agreed that RYM would not be a Marxist-Leninist 
organization; however, source said this was decided in order 
to indicate an organization broad enough in form to be 
acceptable to everyone. A temporary National Steering 
Committee (NSC) made up of eight females and two males was 
elected to govern RYM until national officers could be 
elected during the Spring of 1970. 

RYM publications have listed the RYM National Office 
(NO) at Post Office Box 5421 and Post Office Box 77012 C, 
both Atlanta, Georgia, and a second source has advised that 
the NO has no office space but would probably be considered as 
located at Apartment 27, 1067 Alta Avenue, Northeast, Atlanta. 

Second source advised that women dominated the 
founding conference and have continued to dominate NSC 
meetings to the point that "women's liberation" has apparently 
become the RYM's principal issue - also that RYM's poor 
financial condition has resulted in its failure to publish 
a paper. During early 1970, RYM has decided' to cater to 
the working class rather than youth, since the potential for 
social revolution lies in workers. 

A third source has stated that it was decided at 
the March,’ 1970, NSC meeting that RYM women had decided the 
organization will be molded into a "working class, Marxist- 
Leninist, revolutionary, anti-imperialist, problack 
nationalist, people's women's liberatidn organization."

STUDENTS FOR A DEMOCRATIC SOCIETY 

Students for a Democratic Society, commonly 
known as SDS, came into existence at a founding convention 
held during June, 1962, at Port Huron, Michigan. From an 
initial posture of "participatory democracy," Marxist- 
Leninist ideology of various shadings became predominant 
during 1968-1969 with debate centering on how best to create 
a revolutionary youth movement. SDS moved from involvement 
in the civil rights struggle to an anti-Vietnam war position 
to advocacy of a militant anti-imperialist line linking up 
the oppressed peoples of Asia, Africa and Latin America 
with the black liberation movement in the United States. 

All major factions within SDS embrace Marxism-Lenism 
and identify internationally with China, Cuba and North 
Vietnam as countries leading the worldwide struggles 
against the United States. However, the Soviet Union 
was regarded as imperialist and with the Communist Party, 
United States of America, "revisionist" in nature. 


SDS operated under a national constitution which 
called for an annual National Convention (NC) and quarterly 
National Council meetings wherein programs were initiated 
and debated. Three national officers were elected annually 
with a National Interim Committee to run the organization. 
Regional offices and college chapters elected delegates to 
the national meetings but each functioned independently on 
local matters. Its official publication "Fire" (formerly 
"New Left Notes") last appeared in December, 1969. 


Internal factionalism of serious proportions 
developed during 1968 - 1969 and the following three factions 
evolved as a result of a split at the June, 1969, NC: 
Weatherman, Worker Student Alliance (WSA), and Revolutionary 
Youth Movement (RYM) . The effect of the split on SDS chapters 
throughout the country was divisive. Some aligned with one 
or the other of the three major factions. Others, unable to 
identify with any faction, disassoc.tated with SDS completely 
and changed names. 


The SDS national office in recent years was 
located at 1608 West Madison Street, Chicago, Illinois. It 
was closed in February, 1970.

WEATHERMAN X 

Initially called the "Action Faction," Weatherman 
came into being immediately before the June, 1969, Students 
for a Democratic Society (SDS) National Convention (NC). 

At this NC Weatherman won all three national officer positions 
and a majority of the National Interim Committee as well. 
Subsequently, they took over the SDS National Office (NO) 
in Chicago, and controlled its funds, paper and national 
records. Although internal struggle existed until late 1969, 
Weatherman for all major purposes controlled SDS nationally 
from June, 1969, until ,its NO closed in February, 1970. At 
this time it no longer considered itself part of SDS, 


I The term Weatherman emerged from an ideological 

paper prepared by its leaders entitled "You Don't Need a 
Weatherman to Know Which Way the Wind Blows" ("New Left 
Notes" June 18, 1969). This statement outlined the basic 
stance of Weatherman: Marxist-Leninist in content but with 
strong advocacy that action not theory would bring about 
revolution in the United States. This posture was complemented 
with an international identification to the Cuban revolution 
and CASTRO'S statement that the duty of a revolutionary is 
to make revolution. 

During October, 1969, Weatherman riots in 
Chicago resulted in more than 260 arrests for mob action 
and related charges. A program of armed struggle was 
finalized during a December, 1969, "War Council" wherein 
terrorist tactics and political assassination were 
contemplated. The basic strength of Weatherman was then 
revealed to be some 300 - 350 nationally and geographically 
apportioned to the Midwest, New York, and some Northwest. 

As its rhetoric of violence escalated. Weatherman 
leaders increasingly discussed the necessity of an underground 
operation wherein more than 90 percent of the organization 
would be submerged; "affinity groups" of three - five members 
would function independently. In February, 1970, Weatherman 
leaders announced a program of "strategic sabotage" with 
police and military installations as primary targets.

WORKER STUDENT ALLIANCE/

A source advised duriig August, 1969, that at^ 
the National Convention (NC) of Students for a Democratic 
Society (SDS) held in Chicago, Illinois, during June, 1969, 
a split arose between the Prograssive Labor Party (PLP) and 
the National Office (NO), the N1 becoming known as the 
Weatherman faction. The PLP faction drew the largest 
support among those in attendance at the NC. 

Source further advisei that during late Summer, 
1969, the PLP faction of SDS established its National 
Headquarters (NH) on the second floor of a loft-type 
building at 173A Massachusetts \venue, Boston, Massachusetts. 
The campaign on which the PLP faction centered was to build 
a worker student alliance or a campus worker student 
alliance. Thus, they adopted the names of Worker Student 
Alliance (WSA) or Campus Worker Student Alliance. 

Source stated that the "New Left Notes," printed 
in New York City, is the official publication of the WSA 
faction.

INSTITUTE-FOR THE SOLUTION 
OF SOCIAL PROBLEMS 

The Institute for the Solution of Social 
Problems was organized at Antioch College, Yellow 
Springs, Ohio in the Spring of 1970 as the 
academic corr^onent of the Nev/ Directions Program, 
The New Directions Program at Antioch is a 
program to admit more students from lov/ income 
and various ethnic backgrounds. 


The express purpose of the ISSP as 
set forth in the totioch College Bulletin for 
1971-72 is "to help with the education of 
people who wish to serve the poor and 
oppressed people of the United States. The 
ISSP does not aim to serve people whose 
political interests range all the way from 
right to left". It notes that "the 
characteristic common to almost everyone 
who has worked in the institute is his or her 
attachment to the movement on the left for 
social change. Therefore the institute exists 
for the development and application of leftist 
anaylsis of social change." In classroom 
instruction, "analysis is carried out from the 
point of view of dialectical and historical 
materialism and/or an emphasis on the classist, 
racist, or sexist aspects of society".

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Other material pviblished by the ISSP states that 
it is to “become an arena for the development 
of a Marxist analysis of society, especially of 
the American society”. 

An article appearing in the November 22, 1972, 
edition of the “Yellovf Springs News”, supra, entitled, 
“Unitarians to Hear War Crimes Speaker" stated that 
subject is a member of the Antioch College faculty, and 
is associated with the Labor Law Firm of Eisner and 
Levy, New York, New York as counsel. 



On February 13, 1973, a Special Agent of the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation, using the guise of a 
former acquaintance of the subject, telephonically 
contacted the law firm of Eisner and Levy in Nev/.Yprk 
City. The unidentified male who answered the telephone 
advised that MARY KAUFMAN is retained by that firm only 
as a consultant, that she is a professor at Antioch College, 
Yellow Springs, Ohio on a full-time basis and that she 
travels to New York City when her legal consxiltant 
services to Eisner and Levy are necessary.

II. ACTIVITIES 


On October 27, 1972, The Record", a weekly 
student newspaper published at Antioch College, Yellow 
Springs, Ohio, carried an article entitled, "Court 
Watchers Find Area Courts Deny Legal Rights". The 
article indicated that Antioch College students were 
"collecting information on the rights of indigents in 
the southwestern Ohio area". The article related that 
“60 Antiochans were engaged in court watching for 
Professor of Law MARY KAUFMAN *s ejqjerimentally based 
courses American Legal Systems Myths and Reality". 

"Mrs. Kaufman said student's papers 
describing court incidents confirmed her guess that 
area courts are either ignoring the Constitutional Rights 
of defendants or offering only surface compliance."

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The article further states that "Mrs. Kaufman 
plans to use the information she collects to set up 
a conference here on the rights of poor defendants 
across the coiantry.

She hopes the group will 
educate Ohioans about courtroom legal rights." 

The October 27, 1972, issue of "The Record", 
supra, also carried an article entitled, "U. S, Pound 
Guilty of War Crimes in Southeast Asia", The article 
states as follows: 

"In a series of hearings resaniaBLng the 
1946 Nuremberg War Crime Trials, an international 
commission of.eminent scientists, lawyers, and 
scholars condemned the United States for 
*genocide, ecocide and biocide* in Indochina 
according to Professor of Law Mary KAufman who 
voted with the Commission in Copenhagen last 
month". 


"In describing her Copenhagen e:(^eriences, 

Mrs, Kaufman indicated respect for the quality 
of testimony presented. She also depressed 
deep concern about the moral implication of the 
commission's findings: *I am appalled at the 
diabolical nature of our weaponry and the 
terrifying fact that Indochina is an experimental 
testing groimd for future acts of aggression. 

"United States weapons are totally anti-human 
and the moment\am of their development is 
self-propelling. Nixon's escalation of the air 
war as he pvills out ground troops is ruthless 
and fraudiilent,' she said. 

On November 1, 1972, source furbished a copy of 
"Curriculum Notes", Pall Quarter, 1972, for Antioch 
College, Yellow Springs, Ohio, which indicated that sxibject 
was teaching the following coiarse :

They have continually opposed 
the administration by playing an active, supportive 
role for the programs which bring black and other 
third world students and poor and working class 
students to Antioch. These seven teachers are 
also the mainstay of many important, progressive 
programs at Antioch. Their firing represents 
an attack on radical education at this college." 

Leaflet number 2, entitled, "Re-instate the 
Seven Faculty" characterizes the firing of the seven 
faculty members, including subject, as a political 
purge. It indicated that a committee to support the 
fired faculty had been formed, composed of students, 
faculty and members of the Yellow Springs community.

(Internal Security Act of 1950) stated that, as a result 
of evidence adduced before various committees of the 
Senate and House of Representatives, Congress found the 
existence of a world communist revolutionary movement, 
whose purpose is to establish a communist totalitarian 
dictatorship in the world's countries through the medium 
of a world—v/ide communist organization. Comm.unist action 
organizations in various countries endeavor to carry out 
the objectives of the world communist movement by bringing 
about the overthrow of existing governments by any means. 
The communist organization in the United States — the 
CPUSA —- pursuing its stated objectives, presents "a 
clear and present danger to the security of the United 
States." The Subversive Activities Control Board, 
established by Section 791 of the above Act, found the 
CPUSA to be a communist action organization. This finding 
was upheld by the United States Supreme Court in June, 
1961. • The CPUSA has continued to be an arm of the 
international communist movement dominated by the Soviet 
Union. The CPUSA, in its dependence on the Soviet Union, 
has never Icnowingly adopted a position contrary to Soviet 
policy. Its leaders frequently confer with Soviet leaders 
to receive guidance and direction on the policies the 
CPUSA is to follow. There has been no evidence that the 
primary aims of the CPUSA, as they conform to Soviet 
objectives, have changed over the years.

right. I told them that they were so unreasonable that they made me feel 
like writing a story for the Saturday Evening Post about the leftist qualities 
of professional people on TiPA. To this Miss Metlay replied saying that, if 
I felt that way, I ran the risk that the members of the Workers' Alliance 
would not work «n my projest, 

"I never heard Miss Metlay say anythirg which expressly 
or impliedly Indicated disloyalty to the United Statesj preference fer Hussia 
as Russia; or a view that the Gevemmont should bo changed by force, 

"I definitely remember a statement from Miss Metlay te 
the fellewing effect: that the Russian experiment might succeed here, If 
the American people were to try it, but this was definitely in a context 
which did not indicate any favoring of bringing tha Russian experiment here 
by force. My recollection is that her ooaiment was in answer to a ooacnent 
of ay own that I stood with Tugnall in feeling that, if America ever ovolved 
toward a more cooperative society, It should be a wholly American way of 
cooperatiwi, and ihould not try to bo in imitation of the Russian experiment, 
and I remember Miss Metlay*s disagreeing with this and saying that the letoons 
which wo could draw from Russian experience ahould net be entirely l®iorod, 

I granted the value of learning fi*om the experience of everyone, but continued 
to hold to ay main point that we should nevsr imitate the Russian or Marxist 
method or philosophy. She showed general sympathy for the Russian effort 
and for Marxism, but my host recollection is that she parted company with 
them in the matter of the use of force to overthrow the Government, and that 
ohe remarked that the Russian revolutionieta had great provocation, but 
without saying that the prevocation made right their use of force, 
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"I reacabftr we both agreed with the truth of the Liriceln 
dictum that, if the ballot fails completely, any people has a 'censtitutional' 
right to overthrow its government by force, but this was purely academic. I 
knMT that, because it Is my recollection that, if 1 did not say it first, I 
quickly prcncunced 'agreement with it, for I had leng kncvn of the quotation, 
and had long thought about it, though never in respect to ovorthrowing our 
Governsent Ijh favor of founding another country* s government here, or a 
wholly different system of society here, and in this connection, too, I do 
‘not remember that iliss Wetlay'a views went beyond mine in even this purely 
academic and theoretical discussion. 

"I remember that Miss Metlay did upon occasion quote from 
the Daily ’Yo'^ker, but I do not remember what shs quoted, although I do ronember 
that it was again in a purely academic discussion. I did not get any other 
imprsssion than that she read everything available to get all viewpoints. 

"I remember that Mias Metlay was wholeheartedly in sympathy 
with the New Deal, but complained of its slowness. By 'NsTf Deal' 1 intendod 
a definite, and not ambiguous, thought, I specificaUy meant the domostio 
policies of President Roosevelt in connection with the raising of the standard 
'of living of those whose standard of living was low, by all the devices he 
and his advisors proposed. I never heard Miss Metlay go beyond this statement 
of political philosophy, except to say that, even under Roosevelt, the epposi- 
tion was making the coming of reform to bo too slow. There is no doubt that 
her sympathy for those whom she felt to bo downtrodden was pretty extreme, 
and that she identified herself with them as her class, and to me she seemed 
Tory stubborn about it, and it also seemed to me that there were blind avenues 
in her mind wliich prevented her from seeing the importanoo of evidence point¬ 
ing away from what she felt true, In spite of the fact that she seemed to be 
an avid reader of all points of view, 

"My own conclusion in rospoot to Miss Metlay is as follows* 
From everything I observed, there is definitely more evidence in favor of her 
loyalty to the United States than against it» If I were in a position of 
trust, and, considering all the factors, had to answer the questicn of whether 
or not I would employ Miss Metlay, the following would be ray course: I would 
bo willing to appoint her on ay responsibility to any post, including Govem- 
Bont position, which did not involve mi.litary or diplomatic intelligence or 
negotiation, and my reservation there is based on the presence of nothing 
more than a doubto

"I, Enilie Sirkel, make the following voluntary statement 
Iwho has identified himself to me as a Special Agent of 
of Investigation.

"From the fall of 1939 until approximately May of 1941, 
the Wetlay familv lived in an apartment at 1320 Cortolycu Road. I lived at 
that tine at 1310 Cortolyou Rd. and tols superintendent of the apartments at 
1321. Mary Metlay lived there for a few months irhen they first moved in and 
then visited them frequently from Ifashington, D. C., after that. 

"I believe Nathan Uetlay and his irife were Coianunists 
from the fact that they frequently received notices of meetings from the 
Communist Party on East 12th St., New York City and from the fact that they 
said to me on occasions that 'capitalism was doomed and Communism would cure 
the world's ills*. They also had the 'Daily Worker' and the 'New Masses' 
delivered regularly to them. When I burned their trash I saw many copies of 
Communist leaflets and pamphlets such as the type that are distributed on 
the street. Cn one occasion I burned a small red flag with a hammer and 
sickle on it which had come down with their waste paper. 

"I also heard them on several occasions say to me that 
1 should join one of their organizations so that I would be en the right sidt 
when the revolution came or words to that effect. Mary Uetlay, an such oc¬ 
casions when her father or mother would talk to mo, would agree with them and 
say it was a good idea. I do not know whether or not she was a Cnsnisiist 
but I know that she sympathized and agreed with her father.

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"1 first, met Harry Metlay nhoa I usually called 'Grisht 
at Eraaaus Hall High Sohoel, Breoklyn, N» Y., in about 1922 -nhen we attended 
that school together. I le.st contaotwtth hin until about 1934 ^hen ho teek 
a free lance job with my concern as an artist. He stayed with the concern 
until 1935 since which time I have had contact with him eff and en. 

"Cn the basis of what I knew about Grish I would say that 
he was a member of the Coiimunist Party and if he is net a member he S'ore has 
wasted a let of time. 7/hen he first came with eur firm in 1934 he spent part 
ef his tine at eur office drawing pesters^ etc.> apparently for propaganda 
purposes. I remember cne ef these posters shewed the clenched fists of a 
white man and a negro and bore the title *Blaok and hhite Unite’. I remeaber 
that he seemed t« spend a good part of his time en the waterfront. I recall 
specifically that he ence told me he picketed the Gorman ship Bremen and I 
believe it wag because of the fact that Nazis operated the vessel. Ho always 
referred to them as Fascists. 


"He wanted to shew me cne time that Americans were basically 
revolutionaries at heart and took me with him to a meeting which I recall 
was en ’ffest 23rd St. He told me that the Cemni.unists were running a meeting 
for the lengsheremen. I had a lot of time en ny hands at the time^ it was 
in abeut 1936, and just to see rdiat it was all about I attended the meeting 
with him. It was asecial affair and Grish was well known to the people there. 

1 think his sister, FANNY, and her husband whom I knew as Goldman, were there. 

I never met Grish’s sister Mary. Harry told mo that he was bom in Odessa, 
Russia, and during the 1930's he lived in tlie Brighten Beach seotien ef Brooklyn. 

"I remember that Grloh told me a number ef timeo that he 
was 'a natural bem ravolutienary'. Ho said that this country was founded 
by revolutionists and therefore it is traditional to be a revolutionary in 
order to bo a good American. 

"He read the Daily TTsrker regularly and he had it in my 
offioo tth hin frequently* He teld ae that he and his friends would leave 
the Dally Worker face down on subway seats so that people would pick It up 
without noticing vdiat it was and read it« 

"Grish used to bring his brother-in-law, Goldman, who 
was married to his sister Fanny. This Goldman told me that he had no use 
for anyone who would make a living by exploiting others, that if there were 
any who disagreed with him he weulal put them up against a brick wall brhon the 
day came' and shoot them down*

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"At the tine of the Rusalfcn-Finnish war Griah told no 
that Finland ms attacking Rusaia, Ke defended the Sevlet Union's action 
at the time of the German-Russian pack in 1939* 


"I feel that in the event of any emergency irhich might 
arise between this country and the Soviet Union his loyalty would bo to the 
latter country. 


"I do not know of any of the other nembera of Orish'a 
family besides Fanny and her husband and one younger brother whom I met once. 

I know nothing concerning the loyalty to this country of this younger brother. 

"I have read this statementwhich consists of five and 
one-half pages and it is true to the best of ary knowledge. I have initialed 
the first five pages and all corrections.

MENDENHALL who has identified himself to me as a Special Agent of the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation. 

"Sometime in the Summer of 1940 Miss UABT UETLAT, rented a room 
from me in my residence at 806 20th Street K. W., Washington, D. C. 

"One morning about a week after she moved in, while making her 
bed, I turned the mattress and noticed a book under it. I don't recall 
the title of this book, but I do know the book concerned itself with 
Communism. I don't now recall any of the passages in the book, but 
was quite shocked at the possibility of having a person who was 
Communistlcally inclined in my home. 

"I never had any extended conversations with Miss METLiY, and 
have no other reason, than the possession of the above-mentioned book, 
to think her disloyal to the Dhited States. 1 know of no organizations 
to which she belonged, and never noticed anything unusual about the mall 
that she redelved. I don't bellere she stayed in »y home for more 
than two weeks, whan she decided to leave. 

"I have read this etatemont consisting of this one page and it 
is true to the best of my knowledge."

KAUF?.!iUT, Jewish Peoples Committee, 
1921 Kalorana Road, N. V!., T/ashinfston, D. C., was contained in a 
list of names iUid addresses of individuals maintained in the active 
indices of the National Federation for Constitutional Liberties. 

The National Federation for Constitutional Liberties has 
been declared by the Attorney General to bo an organization coming 
within the purview of Executive Order 9835. 

The Jewish Peoples Committee was cited by the House Committee 
on Un-American Activities as a Communist front or^nization on March 29, 
1944. 


Mrs. liASIE KliXLSnf, Knowlton Apartments, 2227 20th Street, 

K. '.V. advised that slie v/as employed as the secretary of the apartment 
house at 2109 Kalorama Road in 1940 and 1941. She stated that she 
recalled MARY KAUFIiU'I and her husband having moved into the apartment 
house v/ith a third man in 1940 or 1941 but she did not recall the name 
of this third individual. She stated that the employee had resided 
only a few months at this address and she could furnish no information 
bearing on the employee's loyalty. 


Mrs. BORIS L. EISSCERG, cab dxiver, 4801 48th Street, N. W., 
'rfashington, D. C. advised that the employee and her young son had 
resided in her home from Ueoember, 1942 until February, 1947. She 
stated further that she bad been a girl friend of.the employee's 
father while they were both single in Odessa, Russia and that during 
part of the time that the employee resided Jjx her home the employee's 
parents also lived there. She stated that the only organization from 
v;hich she recalj led the employee had received mail wajf^ | 

She could furnish no additional InfoiWtlbh bedbing 
on the employee's loyalty. 


Miss HELEN HAGGERTY, 4207 North ^ershing Drive, employed by 
the iVar Department as a psychologist, Room 108 30-A, Pentagon Building, 
advised tliat she had rented a room in the apartment of the employee 
at 4801 4ath Street, H, ff, from April, 1946 to February, 1947. She 
stated that it was her understanding that the employee's parents had 
resided with her at this address until March, 1946, at which time 
they moved to California. She stated that she recalled the employee's 
father had been employed in Washington, D. C« by the Soviet Purchasing 
Commission. Mrs. HAGGERTY stated that she had an uneasy feeling 
while living in the employee's apartment that there might ha a question 
as to the em.'loyoe's loyalty but she had no specific reason for feeling 
this w-ay. She stated that in general conversations the employee had 
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mentioned belongin.'i to some organizations in Nev/ York, and that she 
had gained the impression tlmt the employee was speaking of Communist 
organizations. She stated, howevor, that the employee did not mention 
the naiiios of any of these organizations, lira. EAGGSRlTr also advised 
that the amnloyee was a member of a national legal professional 
group, receiving the publications of this organization and attending 
its meetings. Siie could not, however, furnish the name of this 
organization, lira. HAGGSnTjT declined to furnish a signed statement 
or to appear before a loyalty liearing board.

OBSERVATIONS: 



It is obvious that Kaufman was accepted as an important visitor 
by the Soviets. The proposal to set up a law office in New York City to 
handle OP business appears to be another gimmick being used by the Soviets 
to lend financial support to the OPUSA. It is also another outstanding 
example of the close relationship between the CPSU and the CPUSA» Prior 
information regarding Kaufman’s travel to Russia has been disseminated to 
State and Central Intelligence Agency. It is believed New York should be 
instructed to attempt to ascertain the identity of the Russian designated 
to contact Kaufman and to obtain all possible information relating to the 
setting up of the proposed law office in New York City. Since we will 
want to disseminate this information as soon as this can be done without 
endangering NY 694-Sj New York should also be alert to determine when this 
information is ^sufficiently widely known in CP circles so that it can be 
di sseminated.
